Island honey may be exported to
the mainland in large quantities if
| plans now under consideration by the
| territorial marketing division mater-
lalize.

Supt. A. T. Longley has received in-
quiries from a mainlsnd firm which
| intimates that the company could use
250 cases, or about 15 tons, of the isl-
and product. The honey market, Mr.
Longley says, has been unusualy
| slow, and if the product can be se-
cured and supplied at the prices asked
by the mainland concern, the deal
doubtless will go through. .

The demand for Hawaiian pineap-
ples is good, but the division is un-
able to secure the fruit. Island eggs
are rather plentiful, and are bringing
from 32 to 35 cents wholesale. The
new system of having each dealer
stamp his eggs is bringing consider-
ably more trade to the producers, Mr.
Longley says.

The island onion market is not
strong, for the reason that his pro-
duct is unusually scarce. Only a few
sacks were received hy the division
Iast week, not enough to supply an
increasing demand. Island poultry
alsp is scarce and the demand is good.
Prices rose slightly this week.

The division has had the army con-
tract for rice during the last few
months, the contract for May ecalling
for 180 sacks. Island potatoes are
scarce. The demand is good and the
prices high. The demand for i8land
beans is more than good, but there
was not a bean in sight this week.
Island green produce is coming in in
large juantities. -
